Paris, Sept. I. — Rumanian troops, 
according to a report, have octuple I 
the bulgarian town of Rustcbuk. 
Iiusul.uk has a population of about 
35,000 and Is on the Danube opposite 
the Rumanian town of Giurgevo.

((arian territory, driving the Austro- 
Hungarians before them in wild Hight, j 
Kronstadt, the largest commercial! 
aud manufacturing down in Tran yl ! 
vania, w ith apopulation of 40,000, has , 
been captured by the invaders. 
Fix important passes in the Tran 
Sylvania Alps are in the hands of the 
Rumanians, some of which wi re taken 
without a struggle. 
An engagement developed when the 
Austro-Hungarians tried to defend Oj- 
toe pass, but tin* Rumanians carried 
it by storm and are advancing on 
Ktzui Vasarhely, an important railway 
town. 
Tilt Rumanians have taken more 
than 1000 prisoners so far In their 
drive. 
A delayed Bucharest dispatch date I 
Tuesday, says that Russian troops be­ 
ginning to < toss tile Dobrudja, were 
welcomed enthusiastically by the popu 
iation. 
As the Dobrudja comprises the east 
era most part ut Rumania it is evident 
they are not to reinforce the Human 
lane fighting on the Hungarian border 
but are to be used for a drive against 
Bulgaria or for a campaign in Serbia 
The Bucharest dispatch Hays fur 
ther "General mobilisation of the Bu 
nianlau army began Thursday night, 
August 24.
